In summary, the in- 
filtration program is proceeding as 'planned. The eonoept Of a 1,000-man shook force 
still has support of Wfo t ea Bri ti s h rad OPC, and ponding policy determination by 
the respective gcvernmimOT^t ti^ oreatioii and utilisation of such a forOC, planning 
work is being eoadneted by both SIS and OPC. 


At pr^aent, the tmqpo of activity in the W campaign has moderated 
as ' fete baa against leaflet dropping activities imposed by the State Department in 
April has not been lifted* Although small quantities of leaflets axe being dropped 
as a deceptive measure uhen body drops are mads, it is not anticipated the covert 
aircraft will be uaed freqobltV for leaflet drop# when the ban ie lifted, ae de m a nds 
for its services are so greet mad as the British have expressed a willingness to 
undertake the responsibility for these drops of propaganda material using RIF planes. 
The cavort HCFA radio station has not gone on the sir to data because of technical 
difficulties* However, to prevent further delqy, immediate oommsnooaoiit of broad- 
caste using the shore based equipment hi* been authorised until final tasti ng of th e 
equipment aboard the oovert vessel has been completed. The HCFA. n e wsp ape r 38QCT*RIA 
continues to be published semi-monthly sad a miniature edition Ad now published 
which will be used in sir drapb tfcd la the railing oaapaiga* 


3. FgJTICli PgmaPtCHTSi Consideration is being given to the problsn of expanding 
ffislWile: i^Jwmrepreaentatives of two additional forces on the Albanian political 
soeas* Rinse May, when the Jugoslav sponsored Albanian o rg a nis a ti on was publicly 
announced and its activities became generally known, it has bacons evident that a 
strong rival to the HCFA has developed. Rather than promote a complete everthrra 
of the Brahe g ov ernme nt, it is now believed the Jugoslavs plan to taka over the 
Albanian Government by replacing a few leading figures and atteapt to sot up a 
Generalist rationalist state* To counteract Jugoslav intentions pending the fern* 
motion of B.g* policy toward Albania in the light of this Ihgoelaw intereej, OfC 
plans to irareses its support of the HCFA and work towards development of tra Committee 
strength and prestige* 
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
